This was the principal action of the 


general assembly in either branch at

however, becominir laws. 


Tlie passage of the Black bill wa^ 


attended by a long debate, the theme 
toeing the lack of law enforcement in 
Ohio. The vote cast against the bill, 
some 28, caule principally from 
the 


representatives of the larger cities of 
the state. Its opponents felt that the 
bill would be used to enforce harsh 
and tyrannous sumptuary laws which 
are now dead letters im-anse of the 
hostile sentiment of the communities 
toward them. In some respects it is 
similar to a bill offered by the Anti- 
Saloon League, but is uot so drastic in 
details. 


The vote did not show cither a par- 


tisan or a sumptuary alignment, at- 
tbough practically every 
temperance 


vote in the body wa* enlisted for its 
support. The author. Representative 
Black, is a Democrat. Briefly it pro- 
rides that mayors may be removed for 
misconduct in office, for bribery, gross 
neglect of duty, immorality, refusal to 
enforce the law and nabitual drunken- 
ness.

That Postal Deficit 


The Joint Postal Commission in 1907 


reported as follows: 


"It appeal's too obvious to require argument that the 
kort eAneat .service can never be f*p«-t«i iu lung as tbe 
iivctkw of the V'U5int*< t. as at present, nilrusied to a 
prx^sern. 


and evrbtin assistants aelei-ted with- 


out special refervmv to experience and quaUtioaiion« »nd 
subject to frequent ektiige. 
Before the Pottrnast*-r- 


General and his asslst*nu i-an become rea»unably fmiulur 
with the opemtioiis of the service they an rvplftred by 
others, who. in turn, are eailed upon to rvsi^u before they 
can. in the nature of things, become qualified by knowl- 
edge and experience to perform thar allotted tasks. 
Under suth a »\-8tem a large railroad, commercial or 
industrial business would inevitably go into UinfcrapU'y, 
aiid the Post-Office Department has avt-rted that futeouiy 
because the United State* Treasury has been available to 
meet deficiencies" 


The public accountants'report said: 


"The work of the Department and its development « 


hindered all along the line by slavish adherence to old 
methods and to precedents created in previous years, and 
many reforns which might otherwise be instituted are 
hindered—if not entirely prevented by appeals to the 
decisions of the Comptroller, made, perhaps, many yean 
ago under entirely different conditions. Then, again, 
the conservatism of Government officials is a generally 
admitted fact. There is no inducement to employees to 
suggest improvements ic the sen-ice for the reason'ihat if 
these improvements result in greater efficiency or economy 
of administration they will receive little credit; and. on 
the other hand, if new methods are not successful they 
will be charged with the whole blame." 


In view of these official statements 


by those whom Congress authorized to in- 
vestigate the Post-Office, we submit that 
the Postmaster-General's attempt to wipe 
out the deficit in his Department by raising 
the postage-on your magazines, instead of by 
devoting his energies to securing legislation 
that will place the service on a sound, effi- 
cient and economical basis, is unwrise and 
unbusinesslike. The nature of his recom- 
mendations, and the attempt to exempt 
newspapers from any increase, are final 
grounds for a divorce of this great business 
department from politics.
